Warden.) 


I would suggest lhat plans be 


made early to relieve the coal 
shortage of next winter,' which is 
forecasted to come. Coal is scarce 
and getting scarcer. Wisconsin this 
year was iquite forlunale in secur- 
ing a considerable amount of coal, 
and therefore we do nol know of 
the'intense suffering lhat has oc- 
curred in olher sections of the 
country by reason of lack of coal. 
But when the distribution is made 
of Ihe coal output for the year 1018, 
we cannot tell now what Wiscon- 
sin's share will be; so now is the 
time to make plans to fortify your- 
self. Now is the time to cut wood. 
It must be cut before April 1st. The 
time lo season il is nexl summer 
and the lime to burn it is next win- 
ter. If you have a good supply of 
wood next winter you may rest 
very comfortably, even though the 
supply of coal is curtailed. 


The government may need all the 


coal for its own use; lhat is, to 
bunker the ships lo carry our boys 
across Ihe water and for other ram- 
ifications of its own, cantonments, 
war industries, etc Then there are 
othtr 
industries that cannot use 


wood, 
such 
as 
railroads, 
some 


paper mills, foundries and differ- 
ent 
manufacturing plants, which 


may be forced to close if we do not 
do something to relieve the coal sit- 
ua-'ion. We had, for example, three 
hestless Mondays.

IN CHURCH WORK 


Liberal contributions from their 


means to the work of the various 
Christian churches and enlistments 
iu Ihe army and navy of the United 
States testify to the advancement 
of the Chippewa Indians who com- 
prise the Odanah colony. 


For some years a Method!*! Epis- 


copal church has been maintained 
among the Chippewas at Odanah. 
The congregation is presided over 
by Kev. William Couture, a full 
blooded Indian, who conducts the 
services in the native language. 
There is also a mission school near 
the church, under the patronage of 
Ihe Woman's Home Missionary so- 
ciety. 


The Indians have become inter- 


ested in a campaign throughout the 
state of Wisconsin to raise $750,000 
before March 21 for Lawrence col- 
lege and 
Hie WesJcy foundation. 


The latter is for Ihe purpose of pro- 
viding a suitable buildfng and ad- 
equate funds fur ministering to the 
Christian wt-lfjrc 
<>{ the students of 


the state university. 
On Wednes- 


day of last week members of the 
congregation of the -Odanah church 
pledged §200 and paid down more 
than the usual proportion of their 
pledges, none of which were yet 
due. 
All of this was contributed in 


comparatively small amounts by 
Ihe Indians themselves. 


It is also a notable fact that some 


of Ihe Chippewa Joung men have 
enlisted to help fight oar battle in 
France. The widowed mother of 
two of these soldier boys, Mrs. 
Mary Clark, recently lost her home 
by fire. Members of the Methodist 
church, to which she belongs, se- 
cured 
contributions sufficient 
to 


buy her a small house and furnish 
it with a stove and some other nec- 
essary articles of furniture.

Pyrites Carried at Low Rates. 


These Spanish pyrites are usually 


shipped frosi the port of Huelva oa 
the sonthwest coast of Spain, this side 
of the Gibraltar Gateway. Mediter- 
ranean freighters returning from Ku- 
rop« take on these pyrites at very low 
freight rates, even almost as ballast. 
From Huelva the pyrites are carried 
to Charleston, to Savannah, to Kor- 
folt. to Baltimore, and points north. 
At these places the pyrites are burned, 
the ralphur separated and turned Into 
sulphuric acid. Later on, ton for ton 
this add Is nixed with rock phosphate, 
and tn this way the acid phosphate of 
commerce Is produced. In other fac- 
tories this add phosphate Is mixed 
with the blood, bone and tantage of 
great slaughter houses, and with other 
materials carrying nitrogen, for the 
production of the complete fertilizers 
on which depends the production of a 
sufficient supply of food crops.

freighters have been commandeered 
by the government, others have been 
sent down by the dreaded submarine, 
and still others are tied up In neutral 
ports all over the world.
